The  Vichy  Waters  are  alkaline  and  gaseous.  Of  all  the  mineral  Waters,  they 
are  the  most  exported  on  the  Continent,  to  Algeria,  the  Levant,  and  the  Colonies. 
This  immense  exportation  is  easily  accounted  for,  by  the  absolute  impossibility  of 
imitating  these  natural  Waters ,  and  by  the  important  services  which  they  render  far 
away  from  their  sources.  They  are,  besides,  remarkable  for  the  facility  with  which 
they  are  preserved,  they  scarcely  undergo  any  alteration  whatever  even  after  a  cer¬ 
tain  lapse  of  time  ;  for  which  reason  they  may  cross  the  seas  and  remain  for  years  in 
store,  without  undergoing  any  perceptible  change.  It  is  however  necessary  to  keep 
the  bottles  lying  in  a  well  ventilated  and  dry  place. 

The  mineral  Waters  of  Vichy  promote  appetite,  facilitate  digestion  and 
strengthen  the  stomach,  in  giving  it  tone  and  neutralising  by  saturation  the  acidity  of 
the  digestive  organs.— They  are  also  successfully  employed  in  obstructions  of  the 
liver,  hepatic  colic,  engorgement  of  the  abdominal  organs  ;  in  gravel,  urinary  calculi, 
nephritic  colic  and  the  catarrh  of  the  bladder;  in  cases  of  gout,  of  which  they  soon 
i  diminish  the  paroxysm  and  retard  the  attacks  ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  they  impart 
suppleness  to  the  joints;  diabetes,  albuminaria,  chlorosis  or  green  sickness,  and  the 
affections  of  the  lymphatic  system. 

The  Sources  are  as  follows  : — Grande-Grille,—  Puits-Carre,— Hopital,— Celestins, 
j-Hauterive,—  Lucas,— de  Mesdames,— du  Parc. 

Each  source  has  its  special  application  ;  thus  the  Grande-Grille  is  generally 
employed  in  liver  complaints  ;  Hauterive,  in  those  of  the  stomach  ;  the  Celestins,  in 
?out  and  diseases  of  the  bladder;  it  is  nevertheless  incontestable,  that  under  the 
influence  of  certain  condition  of  sex,  age  and  constitution,  the  sources  will  assist  each 
other  mutually  with  advantage.  It  is  therefore  the  enlightened  direction  of  the 
Jhysician  wThich  must  guide  the  patient  in  the  choice  of  the  source  as  well  as  in 
ie  use  of  it. 

The  usual  dose  of  the  Vichy  Waters  is  one  bottle  a  day.  They  may  be  taken 
luring  meals,  pure  or  mixed  with  wine ;  in  preference  light  wines.

EXPORTED. 


GRANDE-GRILLE. 


Temperature,  42  degrees  centigrades  (Fahrenheit  107p).— Has  great  success,  in 
lymphatic  affections,  disorders  of  the  alimentary  canal,  digestive  organs,  congestion 
of  the  liver,  spleen,  visceral  obstructions,  bilious  calculi,  gravel,  etc. 

HOPITAL. 

Temperature,  31  degrees  (Fahrenheit  87°).— Has  great  analogy  with  “  La  Grande 
Grille,”  hut  is  less  exciting  and  more  adapted  for  delicate  patients  of  nervous  suscepti¬ 
bility  or  disposed  to  pulmonary  congestion  or  hoemorrhage,  it  renders  the  best  services 
in  cases  of  indigestion,  want  of  appetite,  and  ovarium  tumours. 

CELESTINS. 

Temperature,  4  degrees  (Fahrenheit  39°).— Is  prescribed  for  affections  of  the 
kidneys,  bladder,  gravel,  urinary  calculi,  gout,  and  diabetes. 

HAUTERIVE. 

Temperature,  15  degrees  centigrades  (Fahrenheit  59°). — Prescribed  like  the 
Celestins,  and  effectual  against  the  affections  of  the  kidneys,  bladder,  gravel,  urinary 
calculi,  gout,  diabetes. 

This  spring  contains  a  greater  quantity  of  carbonic  acid,  and  is,  therefore,  more 
suited  for  foreign  use,  and  patients  at  a  distance  from  the  springs  on  account  of  its  i 
portable  qualities,  its  remarkable  sapidity  and  the  ease  with  which  it  is  supported  by 
the  stomach  recommend  it,  besides  its  excellent  therapeutic  qualities. 

SOURCE  DES  DAMES. 

Temperature,  16  degrees  or  61°  Fahrenheit.— This  spring  is  characterised  by  the 
presence  of  a  considerable  quantity  of  chalybeate  principles.  It  is,  therefore,  especially 
applicable  for  poorness  of  blood,  pallor  of  the  skin,  chlorosis,  whites,  which  often 
exist  without  being  accompanied  by  inflammation,  and  to  which  women  of  lymphatic  - 
constitution  are  particularly  subject,  also  in  cases  of  lengthy  recovery  and  adynamia,  i 
These  waters  are  likewise  beneficial  to  nervous  temperaments  which  require  at  once  i 
a  strengthening  and  calming  treatment. 

SOURCE  DU  PARC. 

Temperature,  22  degrees  (71 p  Fahrenheit). — As  in  the  case  of  the  spring  Hauterive, 
it  contains  a  large  quantity  of  carbonic  acid,  and  is,  therefore,  easily  exported,  and  is 
likewise  easily  digested.

DIET. 

During  the  Vichy  Water  treatment,  should  the  patient  abstain  from  wine? 

It  has  been  proved  that  grapes  and  strawberries  cause  the  urine  to  become  strongly  alkaline,  and 
can  effect  cures  in  certain  affections  of  the  bladder,  gravel,  gout,  etc. 

Wine,  when  mixed  with  mineral  waters,  becomes  immediately  decomposed,  its  acid  properties 
displace  with  effervescence  the  carbonic  acid,  and  produces  double  tartrate  of  potash  and  soda,  which 
is  converted  into  carbonate  of  potash  and  soda. 

In  this  there  is  nothing  uncongenial  to  the  action  of  the  water;  observations  show  that  the  urine, 
becomes  alkaline  as  quickly  with  a  mixture  of  wine  as  with  pure  Vichy  Water. 

Of  the  Use  of  the  Waters  when  Exported. 

The  different  sources  are  not  all  equally  adapted  for  home  use  and  exportation  ;  those  of  the  cold 
springs  best  are.— The  Celestins,  Hauterive,  Mf.sdames,  and  Parc,  and  those  of  the  warm- 
springs:— The  Grande-Grille,  and  the  Hopital. 

The  best  time  for  taking  the  Waters  at  home  is  in  the  morning  fasting  or  at  meals ;  in  the  latter 
case  they  may  be  mixed  with  wine. 

When  the  warm  springs  are  used,  it  is  not  necessary  to  bring  these  Waters  to  their  primitive- 
temperature,  hut  should  it  be  desired,  the  best  means  of  increasing  the  temperature  is  by  steeping  j 

tthe  bottles  in  warm  w  ater,  or  better  still,  by  mixing  them  with  any  warm  liquid. 

To  appreciate  these  differences,  as  in  the  choice  and  application  of  the  waters,  the  advice  of  a 
medical  man  is  desirable.

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f  NATURAL  IIRERAI  PRODUCE 

EXTRACTED  FROM  THE  VICHY  WATERS. 

The  Salts  are  all  extracted  and  the  Produce  fabricated  under  the  special  Supers 
of  Government. 

The  boxes,  rouleaux,  bottles,  etc ,  are  surrounded  by  a  paper  bandage  and  sc 
with  a  stamp  showing  the  GOVERNMENT  MARK!. 


NATURAL  MINERAL  SALTS. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  numerous  requests  of  the  medical  Faculty) 
Lessees  of  the  Vichy  thermal  Waters,  have  fitted  up,  close  to  the  sources, 
Laboratories,  where  the  Salts  of  the  Mineral  Waters  are  extracted: 
evaporation.  t  ‘  . 

In  order  to  regulate  this  commercial  enterprise,  and  being  desirous  of  affl 
the  seal  of  truth  on  the  produce  of  these  sources,  Government  decided,  unoi 
ministerial  oecree  of  the  2nd  of  March,  1857,  that  a  special  agent  appoints} 
Government  should  preside  at  the  extraction  and  the  fabrication  of  the  Salts ; 
that  the  said  agent  should  seal  up  each  box,  rouleau,  or  bottle,  in  such  a  mann 
to  prevent  any  possible  fraud,  and  afford  the  purchaser  all  possible  secutrity. 

FOR  BATHS. 

When  the  natural  Salts  of  Vichy  are  made  use  of  for  baths,  they  affoi 
easy  aud  cheap  manner  (which  is  often  recommended  by  the  Faculty)  of  suppl 
as  much  as  possible,  the  natural  baths  during  the  intervening  seasons,  or  of 
tinuing  a  course  of  treatment  away  from  Vichy.  These  Salts  are  of  great  user 
relief  to  those  whose  health,  occupations,  and  bad  weather  prevent  from  visitin' 
thermal  Bath  Establishment.

The  natural  Salts  of  Vichy  also  offer  the  means  of  composing  a  beve 
which,  however,  only  in  a  restricted  limit,  resembles  the  NATURAL  WATERS;  and 
beverage  should,  as  much  as  possible,  be  prepared  with  waters  free  from  lime.
